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WEIGHTED 
GRADES 


Prior to this school year, a committee was initiated 
to devise a system for weighted grades. This year, the 
committee was able to think of a system and propose TE 
to the school board. The school board passed this 
porposal. The system operates as follows: All DE: 
students with a grade that is higher than an "E" would 
receive a additional .5 honor points for that particular 
class. The committee was led by the following seniors: 
Lisa Keith, Steve Ramirez, Doug Keinath, Melaine 
Littlejohn, and Julia Rohde. 

The students of Bridgeport High School, who were 
taking the AP. elassesa felt that an incentive must be 
put into the program. They felt that by taking college 
level classes, with potential college credit, they should 
be given the appropriate honor points. The weighted 
grades system would not only encourage the more capable 
students to take more challenging courses, it would also 
diminish the fear of receiving poorer marks than if they 
were in a regular class. 

Bridgeport High School felt it necessary to reward 
its A.P. students because A.P. classes require more work 


than regular Classes and a strong mental capacity to learn. 


By supporting the weighted grades committee, Bridgeport 
High School would encourage more students to take A.P. 
classes. Furthermore, it would prove the school's 
commitment to academic excellence. The higher quality 
students and the school system will exchange positive 
feeling toward each other by the support of the weighted 
grades system. 


HIST. 


H.1.S.P. (Honor Independent Study Program) is a course 
designed to meet the needs of students who want to study in 
depth in some area not included in the regular curriculum. 
The course of study is designed by the student with the 
advise of the teacher. Most of the present studies include 
a mentor outside the school in a kind of vocational class 
for advanced students. The course is not meant to give 
more and harder work to the student, but to allow the 
student to receive encouragement and credit for work that 
might otherwise go unacknowledged. Any student who has 
been a past member of the Gifted and Talented School in the 
elementary grades are qualified to join. Anyone not part of 
the Gifted and Talented program, but wishing to join EE, 
may request testing for the program.
